ALTHOUGH dry-cargo shipowners continue to 
enjoy reasonably profitable trading conditions, 
they cannot yet be sure that the improvement in 
freight markets is of a lasting nature, Totat 
world laid-up tonnage, at 5.6 million tons gross, is 
still considerable in volume, and the summer slack 
period lies shead. But at least the depression is 
giving shipowners time to think and plan for tho 
future, and the glump is providing poin.s for, 


meditation. 


Some 2.4 million tons gross of 
dry-cargo vessels are nid up 
throughout the world. But only 
abotit 105,000 tons of the world 
tcisb represent ships bullt since 
1945, 

It seems certain that many of 
the old tramps lying idle will 
never trade again. They can no 
Jonker — ceere. economically 
unless freight ates aro very 
high, and it . probable that 
avhen supply ond demand are 
nguin jn halance, rotes will be 
contained within narrewer Ilmits 
than these of three or four 
years ogo. 

This would preclude profitable 
operation by pre-war. as well 
ag by many wer-bullt, ships. 

In any case, a high percentage 
of their former cargocs ss now 
handled efficiently and econom!- 
cally by the growing flect of 
large, fost, specialised carriers. 


THE KEY 


Opinions cxoressod at Teoently 
support the view that these ships 
provide the key ag to how best 
shipping can serve the changing 
conditions of world trade. There 
js little doubt that as now 
ing patterng emerge the market 
for genuine trampltig $s becom- 
ing smaller. 

With tankers now carrying 
grain, coupled with the advent 
of large ore carriers, the pattern 
of sca transport js changing. 
This ig merhaps hitting the 
tramps hardest of oll. 

This underlines the, tendency 
to buy cr sell in greater bulk, 
ihe world’s goods being moved 
by cargo lincrs or in specialised

The new move will also cut 
down the growing number of 
merecenary donors becauso of 
the Umited suppliics in blood 
banks, The present rate
